The work has been hard and 
the rewards many, according 
to Watson who was born in 
England and raised in Canada. 
He joined the hospital staff in 
1932 about a year after the nu- 
cleus building was in use. At 
that time cooking for patients 
was strictly an a la carte oper- 
ation. Now the staff prepares 
4000 meals per day. 

Th work of a hospital chef 
is arduous; Watson arrives at 
the hospital any time between 
4 a.m. and 6 a.m. and stays un- 
til late afternoon or until “ev- 
erything is finished.” But re- 
miniscing over his job, it isn’t 
the tough times he remembers) 
best, even though he does rue-| 
fully recall that, during the, 
war, a staff of four fed hospi- 
tal patients working 12 and 14 
hours a day to do it.

Researchers 


In Menlo Park 


Last week, as the campaign 
for and against passage of the, 
Menlo Park School District per- 
missive tax rate measure was 
drawing to a close, a team of 
Stanford University research- 
ers was at work here. 

They were making a study of 
“communications behaviour,” 
according to Dr. Bradley 
Greenberg of the Institute of 


Communications Research at 
the University. 
The study was to find out 


who people talked to and how 
they communicated in order to 
get the information they had 


First, Dr. Greenberg said, 
some 15 or 20 researchers 


made random calls on house- 
holds in the district, and ask- 
ed who they, in turn, talked 
to to get information about 
the schools. These people in 
turn were interviewed. 

“These interviews tended to 
mushroom,” Dr Greenberg 
stated. 

The questions about how one 
gets information were backed 
up by others — such as basic 
data on occupation, age, num- 
ber of children of school age, 
education and other factors 
about the family. 

Interviewees were also asked 
if they’d heard lectures, attend- 
ed PTA meetings, or attended 
school board meetings also. 

“It’s a matter of finding out 
who talks to whom,’ Dr. 
Greenberg reported. 

The study was made only in 
the Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict at this time but it’s in- 
tended that similar studies 
should be made, nationwide. 
over the next several years. 

After data is analyzed, he 
said, it is hoped that some val 
id conclusions can be made 
about “who talks to whom 
about what.”

Some day, some learned individual will make a study 
of the rise and fall of the Commencement exercise. 


Time was, the formal Commencement exercise was 
confined to those graduating from universities; then proud 
parents, desiring to extend the feeling of accomplishment 
to their children at a younger age, moved the appropriate 
time for such ceremonies down to graduation from high 
school, then, to the eighth grade, We've even attended 
nursery school graduation exercises at nursery schools, 
where the youngsters are fitted out with paper mortarboards 


and led through an “academic parade.” 


Nowadays, the numbers of people of all ages gradu- 
ating from all these levels of educational accomplishment 
every year is almost overwhelmingly great; so much so, 
in fact, that the importance of individual accomplishment, 
in the eyes of the onlooker, is diluted by shear weight of 
numbers. This doesn’t detract from the fact that all those 
people getting certificates and diplomas have accomplished 
something — that they've passed a milestone in their lives. 


So today, there may be far less emphasis on high 
school and grammar school graduations than there was a 
couple of decades ago. Even college graduations may 
attract less attention than they did a few years back. 

However, we feel that those graduating join us in the 
feeling that Commencements are once again regaining the 
status they should have: Theyre milestones in a lifelong 
process of learning — a beginning, not an end in themselves.

the Bay Area besides San Ma- 
teo County is Alameda County. 
San Francisco may be in for as 
much as a 75-cent boost. A com- 
parison with San Francisco city 


and county is difficult, how- 
ever, because the city’s rate 


includes all school costs as weil 
as local government. 


What the county’s total 
tax bill will be per $100 as- 
sessed valuation will depend 
greatly on how the school 
budgets shape up next 
month. 


Fortunately, most of the dis- 
tricts are now levying the max- 
imum rate possible but increas- 
ed valuations will help some 
districts. However, we can still 
expect the seven-cent override 
tax this next year because the 
county has not yet reached the 
25 per cent of value assessment 
figure, so says the State Board 
of Equalization. You can’t con- 
vince some people or firms that 
their assessment figures are 
not above the 25 per cent mark. 
That seven-cent tax override 
can make a lot of diffexence 
in our total bill, but the school 
districts figure it is a life saver. 

If the board of supervisors 
can carry out Manager Stal- 
lings’ prediction of a three- 
cent tax cut, it will be the 
fourth year in a row that the 
rate has dropped in_ this 
county. 

Few people will believe this 
when they see their bills go- 
ing up year by year, forgetting 
that the schools take at least 
60 per cent of the total which 
is entirely out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the supervisors. 

There are many other special 
districts, not the least of which 
is the county harbor district 
(countywide). This agency has 
been taxing as much as five 
cents, almost entirely for im- 
provements at the Half Moon 


Bay Breakwater. It is about 
time this special tax took a 
drop.

Those who've noticed that 
city vehicles are numbered and 
wondering what the numbers 
mean were this week reassur- 
ed. The numbers have real 
meanings, not just for casual 
identification but for budget- 
ing purposes. 

City Manager John Johnson 
explains that, in city budgeting, 
the various accounts are num- 
bered by hundreds. Thus, gen-| 
eral government becomes 
‘category 100” in the budget 
scheme of things, account 102, 
telephone; account 103, utili 
ties, and so forth. 

The city manager’s depart- 
ment is department number 
400. The auto assigned to the 
city manager therefore is city 
vehicle number 40. 

The police department is 
acounted for under the “500” 
series. Account 501 in the 
budget is for salaries. Autos 
and motocycles are number- 
ed 50, 51, 52, and so forth. 

The same numbers are used 
as radio call letters for the 
police cars and, in all depart- 
ments, the maintenance and 
gasoline costs are charged to 
particular vehicles by numbers | 
also. 

Vehicles attached to the 
street department are number- 
ed in the 60's, those of the 
parks department, 70's, recrea- 
tion department, 8$’s; building 
department, 900. 

The city attorney’s accounts 
are handled under the 1200, 
series of numbers, 
ning department’s, 1300, li- 
brary’s, 1400.

It’s titled “Geologic Guide- 
book of the San Francisco Bay 
Counties—History, Landscape, 
Geology, Fossils, Minerals, In- 
dustry and Routes to Travel.” 
It’s otherwise known as Bulle- 
tin 154. Copies are available at 
the Ferry Building, San Fran- 
cisco. 

Here’s how it describes the 
stretch of road in question: 

“West of upper Crystal 


tion. It lies uncomformably on 
the Franciscan formation and 
occupies part of an old depos- 
itional basin which has been 
largely obliterated by erosion 
and faulting along the San An- 
dreas rift. Roadside exposures 
of the Santa Clara gravels are 
poor. 

(The San Andreas rift, or 
fault, lies along the center line 
of the lakes.

“The latter is white and 
green altered granitic rock| 
which originally was intruded 
into Franciscan sediments} 
along with peridotite now ser- 
pentinized. Original relation- 
ships between the several rock| 
types in the road cuts is con- 
fused by fault movements also} 
related to the San Andreas 
rift. 

“As the road continues to} 
climb the ridge away from the 
fault zone, the strata is less dis-|

To the unitiated, a trip along 
Skyline Boulevard from Cry- 
stal Springs Lakes to Skylonda 
may be just a pretty road, with 
a spectacular view of both| 
sides of the Peninsula as one} 
crosses and re-crosses the 
ridge.

CAMERA CARE 
KEY 10 PHOTOS 


One of the items few vaca- 
tioners go without is a camera. 

But does the average snap- 
shooter on vacation go prepar- 
ed for the task of bringing back 
good pictures? Unfortunately, 
a good many don’t. 

Taking good care of the cam- 
era itself is the first prerequi- 
site to taking any sort of pho- 
tos. 

A lint brush and some lens 
tissue are the main weapons 
for keeping a camera clean. If 
the camera isn’t carried in a 
case, the lens should be wiped 
off every day with lens tissue. 

Between film changes, when 
the camera back is open, check 
the inside of the body for dust. 
Here’s where the brush will 
help, 

A camera shutter is a finely- 
tuned spring-operated piece of 
machinery designed to provide 
exposure for the duration stat- 
ed on the selector ring. There- 
fore, when not actually taking 
pictures, DON’T LEAVE THE 
SHUTTER COCKED. The shut- 
ter springs are under tension 
| and after long periods will lose 
their strength,

Pre-Trip Care Saves Garden 


One of the many things vaca- 
tioners worry about when they 
are away from home is “How 
are things in the garden,” or 
“I wonder what the lawn looks 


like now.” With a garden re- 
presenting a year’s care and 
attention since last vacation, | 
it’s small wonder it should 
cause some concern, particu- 
larly when the care and atten- 
tion suddenly stops. 

In order to give himself a 
fighting chance of finding 
things under control when he 
gets back, there are some 
things a gardener should do 
before he leaves. 

One is to apply a one-inch 
deep layer of peat moss on the 
flower beds and around the 
shrubs. Then soak the soil thor- 
oughly. The peat moss will 
hold the moisture and keep 
nourishment going to the 
plants in the absence of regu- 
lar watering. 

Check plants for yellow 
leaves and rundown, listless 
condition and take corrective

This also is the most likely 
time of year for the insect di- 
vision of the animal kingdom 
to invade plants. General gar- 
den spraying with an insecti- 
cide that gives wide kill should 
hold down most of the pests 
and is most effective in your 


absence if done just before you} 


leave. 


The good gardener 
keeps his garden tidy, picking 
up dead leaves, twigs and flow- 
ers so that pests have no place 
to congregate. A strong spray 
of water over shrubs and flow- 
ers also will help to wash 
away pests.
